On Wednesday' the Court of Common 
Pleas of Adams 
County, sitting in 
equity, heard the case of the Western 
Maryland R ailw ay Company 
vs. 
the 
County of Adams relative to the 
pro­ 
posed increase by the railw ay company 
of its passenger rates. 


Prior to .September KO, 190T the pas­ 
senger rates were fixed by the 
Act of 
1H49 and were from two and one half 
to three cents per mile. 
The Act of 
Assembly of A pril 5, 1S07, 
fixed the 
passenger rates to be charged by ail 
railway companies in Pennsylvania on 
intra state passenger traffic st two cents 
per mile and in addition provided a 
penalty of one 
thousand 
dollars for 
each and every violation 
of 
the act. 
to he collected by the county in which 
the violation occurred. 


The Pennsylvania 
Ka ii road 
Com 
puny. shortly after the passu*** of 
the 
act, filed a h ill in equity in the Court 
of Common 
Pleas of 
Philadelphia 
Co., 
asking for an injunction agiunst 
the enforcement of this 
ac! of assem­ 
bly on the ground that the act was tin 
constitutional. 
Thisjjcuse was 
taken 
to the Supreme Court and the injunc­ 
tion was granted 
The Philadelphia 
and Heading Company, the Baltim ore 
and Ohio Railroad Company, the (Jen 
tral Railroad Company of New Jersey 
sui (sequent ly hied hills iu equity and 
injunctions were granted by the differ 
ant courts iii their favor. 


The 
Western 
Maryland 
R ailw ay 
Company filed a sim ilar h ill 
on May 
20, 1911 and the hearing on 
Wednes 
day was to determine whether 
or not 
the Act of 1907 was constitutional and 
effective as to this company and 
pre 
vented the company from 
charging a 
higher rate than two cents per mile on 
intra state passenger business on “ that 
part of its road in the state of 
Penn 
•ylvania. 


Under the decisions of the Supreme 
Court, if the Western M aryland Rail 
way Company could abow that its 
re 
venues 
from 
intra state passenger 
business on that part of its road w ith 
in this state did nut pay all its operat­ 
ing expenses, fixed charges, 
ma in ten 
a nee of plant, interest on indebtedness 
and the legal rate of 
interest 
to 
its 
stockholders then it was entitled to an 
injunction restraining 
the opeiation 
of the A rt of 190? as against itself and 
was 
)term inal 
to 
charge whatever 
rate of fare it saw 
fit 
in accordance 
with the provision of the old 
Act of 
IH49 under 
which 
it 
had formerly 
operated. 


At the heiring the R ailw ay Company 
was represented by Charles 9 Duncan. 
K»q , the local counsel, 
w ith George 
9. Schmidt, Esq., of York, and C. 
R, 
K ic*(demos, Esq., of New York C ity ; 
ami the County was represented by 
J. 
L. W illia m s .Esq.,the county solicitor. 


The w itness* called for the Railw ay 
Company were. F. M. Howell, its gen­ 
eral passenger agent, aud Kot*»rt Cas­ 
aun. general auditor of the 
company. 
The evidence of these witness*"* clearly 
showed that the 
revenue 
derived by 
the railw ay company from 
its 
intra 
state passenger business 
in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania did not meet the expenses above 
enumerated. 


The hearing 
was 
continued until 
September I* at which tittie the special 
findings of facts and law w ill be sub­ 
mitted to 
the 
Court 
together with 
argument, and any evidence desired to 
be offered by the defendant. 
A final 
decree w ill probsbiy lie made at that 
time.

West Chester, Pa., Sept. 7.—Paik**r 
Foos, seventeen years old, one of the 
witnesses summoned before the grand 
jury 
investigating 
the 
lynching ol 
Zack Walker, in Coatesville, on Aug. 
13, was arrested soon atter he had 
given his testimony. 
The 
wariuut 
chaiged him with perjury. 
Foos is a teststamper in tile Worth 
mill. 
He 
was 
arrested by Andrew 
Wright, a special policeman of the 
Philadelphia A Reading railway. 
He was admitted to bail before Jus­ 
tice of the Peace I'ax son. The sum 
was fixed at $300. The specific charge 
on the perjury warrant Is “swearing 
falsely before the grand jury.’’ 
Richard I>. Gibboney, a member of 
the Coatesville council, was summon­ 
ed before the probers, but was exam­ 
ined for a short space of time only. 
l eon Lipkin, David Wright and VV. L. 
VV’. Jones were other witnesses called. 
Foos had been called before Hie 
grand jury. Oliver Crompton, colored, 
employed in the same mill as Foos, 
was tailed into the Jury room, and 
while he was there Foos was again 
summoned. Tile boy was sent outside 
sud recalled no less than three times. 
Finally Hie district attorney came 
out Into Hie corridor and beckoning to 
Foos asked him his full name "Parker 
Foos’’ was the answer. Gawthrop then 
called VV’right and despatched him to 
a niagistiate's office for a warrant 
While Foos sat in the corridor awalt 
lug the officer's return he was visibly 
worried. 
“I don't know whether they have 
gotten a warrant for me or not," he 
said. "They told me inside that I had 
told Crompton how the lynching oc­ 
curred. and Crompton also said I had 
I did tell Crompton about it, tint it 
was simply what somebody else hail 
told me. 
I got to the scene ut the 
lynching after Walker was dead. 
“ I didn t tell Crompton that some 
body had told me first, however, aud 
tile grand jury evidently thought I was 
Icing when I explained the circum­ 
stances.n 
Additional witnesses were called he 
fore Hie grand Jury, among them he 
lug lour women 
the superintendent 
ut the Coatesville hospital, a nurse, a 
cook at the hospital aud a telephone 
operator. 
The summoning of Miss Bessie Kbv, 
of Parkesburg, the telephone ojierator. 
caules out the belief that tile inquiry 
h. drawing closer around Chief of Po­ 
lice ('instead. 
It is understood that 
Miss Kby was on duty at the Coates 
Ville exchange upon the night of the 
knelling, and that she overheard a 
conversation between somebody at the 
hospital and (’instead, asking for po 
Inc* preue< lion from the mob, which at 
that time surrounded the building.

time there have been 
vague rumors that a telephoto* oper­ 
ator hail overheard a conversation of 
this snit, hut it could not he placed as 
more than a rumor. 
The arrival of 
Miss Kby would tend to establish the*
